rige Eilanden, en Opperbevelhebber der zee 
en landinagtaldaaar, ten half zeven uren des 
avonds van Donderdag Il, in het 68ste jaar 
zjnesouderdoms, aan eene dissentery. Zj ne 
Excellentie is lang gekweld geweest, met 
een rhumatieke kramphoest, welke hem 
echter bj tusschenpozen vry van pyn liet, 
zoo dat hy de pligten van zjne hooge be- 
diening konde vervullen, en het gezel- 
schap zjner vrienden genieten. Niemand 
in het eiland was meer algemeen geacht 
door alle klassen niet alleen gedurende 
let lange tydperk, dat hy de moeyelyke 
pligten van Raad Fiscaal vervulde, maar 
tevens zedert het gouvernement van de co- 
lonie op hem was gekomen.

March, we remsined until the 224 there, and 
on that day began oor merch into the interior, 
for thu purpose of forming a jaaction with che 
ermy of general Urdanetta, We had penetrat- 
ed as far as El Valle d'Upar, about one hun- 
dred and fifty miles, met twice with the enemy, 
who dispeted our entrance into twa towns, but 
they were repulsed. No pluader of any kind 
Was permitted on the march. Our commender 
in chief, colonel Montiita. paid for every thing 
we got. We were sometimes better off than 
at others, according to circumstances, Wben 
rum was to be hed, on any terms, the soldiers 
got it, sucar also. We were never one dey 
without provisions. 

Arcived at El Vaile d'Upar, colonel Montilla 
learned, by his couriers, that a very strong 
force was collecting under & man called San 


chez Lima, who was determined to dispute oar 


advance. In the towns through which we pans- 
ed we had some friends, scme enemies. In the 
neighbourhood of Moreno, about nine leagues 
from Rio de Ia Hacha, same supplies coming 
to us had been cat off. For these reasons, and 
others of no less moment, colonel Montitla left 
El Valle d'Upur and began his march towards 
Rio de la Hache, with a view of giving the e- 
nemy battle In ® good position, about half way, 
ata town called Fonseca. We delaved a few 


ME days at Fonseca, the enemy hanging on our 


rear, at the distance of three or four leagues, 
not dering to attsck us. Whilst at Fonseca 
despatches arriced from Moreno, where « par- 
ty of our tronps were stationed under the cam- 
mand of colonel Garein, stating that he had 
been attacked by the enenivy, in Consequences 


g of the treuchery of the netive troops he had 
Kk with him, who, when he was attached, was the 


first to fire on him, and was forced to cu: hie 
way, with twenty or thirty Irishmen, some cf 
whom he lost, towards Rio de la Hachs — 
This determin=d coionel Montilla to proceed 
to Rio de la Hucha, and there to wait the ene- 
my. ‘The soldiers were not certain that they 


„were going back all the way, until we left Fon- 


seca, for we had been emp oyed there strengh 
eving our position. When the celonel found 
that the enemy were not adranciag on us, he 
even determined to go ta meet them, but col. 


‚ Garein's despatch cusne the seme morning. 
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Whilst the soldiers were in the interior, they 
had heard from some of their comrades, who 
had joined them afterwards, that ail the dye- 
wood found in Rio de la Hacha, on oar en- 
trance there, was sold at Jamaica for sixty 
thousand dollars, which they began to think 
end talk of on the march from Fonseca, saying, 
that now, an they were going back, they would 
dernand their pay. 

We arrived at Rio de la Hicha on the 16th 
of May in good order, and in as good heuith 
as when weleft it, On the 19ih the command- 
ing officers of regiments were sent for to at- 
tend at the house of colanet Montilla, This 
was for the purpose of letting as know, that he 
had received a letter signed by thirty two of- 
ficers, complaining of their wants, their situu- 
tion, snd demanding thst their case should be 
taken into consideration, requesting a favoura- 
ble answer, or that they would be under the 
necessity of adopting some measures them- 
selves, 

The colonel did not think it proper to take 
any notice of this letter, as he conceived the 
language, as wetl as the channel through which 
it was sent, were uoinilitary. Fle then gave us 
to read a letter, signed in the name of the sal- 
diers of the Legion, sent to him by one of 
themselves. ‘Phis letter camplained of their 
sufferings and wants, and requesting to be sent 
toa British island. As it was very uncertain, 
whether this was dons with their consent, or 
even their kinovledge, no notice whatever was 
taken of it. With respect to the officers’ let- 
ter, «ll that the colonel could do wastorelieve 
their wants, as fur as be could. He according- 
ly contracted with a merchant of the town for 
shoes and closthing, for which he paid him hy 
a draught on one of his owa family in France. 

On the 20th, at about eight o'clock in the 
morning, the enemy drove in our out posts ; the 
p-ople near thst part of the town, being a}: aren 
ed, went out to opp'…e them, some on borse- 
bick. same on font. The band also, being near 
the plece where the attsck was made, marched 
out, and several officers who were not a tached 
to any regiment. Our trorps being quartered 
st the other eztreinity of th: town, kuew no- 
thing af what wasgoing on, except that we heard 
a very sharp re. We were all under «rms im 
medistely on the square, waiting for orders. — 
Ia a very short tine we received them —they 
were for my regiment to march, the others tu 
remain in the cquare, bat ane cempany of the 
Tirailleurs. When we arrived at the port 
where the attack was made, all was confusion. 
The town's perple, the band, &c. were dricen 
in, the enemy fi ing on them from the poution 
before orccupied by aur out post. I marched 
my regiment on to where they were firing ; as 
we advanced they retreated, eyen from the 
bushes, The oth:rs who before had been driv- 
en in now began to rally agaie, and k-pt near 
os We merched on antil we came in sight of 
the enemy’ line, aboat four hundred yards dis- 
tant. We fired on them; th-y retreatcd « lit- 
tle, but halted again. They were posted in 
front of a thick wood, It was evident they 
wanted to ent.ee us on, with a view of firing on 
us from the baahes, where they would be out 
of danger. By this time we had got « small 
three pounder into the field, with which we 
made twa or three gaps in their line, and they 
rFetreated entirely. They lost eight or nine 
men ; we lost three crenls. 

We heard no more of Sanchez Lima; and on 
the 24th colonel Montilla resntved to go out to 
look for him, sud surprise him. Arcordingly 
the drums beat, the bugles sounded, for march 
Ing. No attention was paid ta them, esrept 
by my regiment, which was on its ground. — 
When this was observed, the colonel was aston- 
ished, and gave orders that 1 should send my 
men back to thcir barracks. 1 went to colonel 
Montilta, and asked him if he would allow me 
to go on with my men, as the regiment of Rio 
de In Hacha, and the marine, were ready to 
March, and that [ would take all responsibility 
On myself. 1 told him the officers and men of 
my regiment wished to march, rather than be 
dismissed. My reqaest was not complied with 5 
but the commaading officers of regimente were 
Called on to meet at the colonel’s house. He 
there asked us our advice, the meaning of what 
had happened, and told us to suggest some plan 
that would make the soldiers contented. We 
all knew the cause of the discontent. There 
Were as many plans suggested as heads. The 
8ssemb'y broke up oa the colonel saying that 
he woud go himself to the barracks of these 
men, and endeavour to find out what they were 
about, The twa regimeuts that would not 
turn out w re formed in their barracke ‘The 
mom nt they were asked the meaning of their 
conduct, they, without reserve, declared, that 
uotil they were paid the bounty that had been 
promised (hem, and their pay, they would not 
march an inch vut of the town. They were 
then told that it was impossible to give them 
money, not heving any 5 bat that there was no 
doubt, if we got in communication with any er- 
my of ‘he interior, they would not be long with- 
out ; thar they bad the President's ackoowledg- 
ment of all the promises made to them by the 
person who raised them, (though it was with- 
out the President's knowledge that the troops 
had been levied in Ireland and sent here), sent 
from Angostara, signed by the President him- 
self. Upon being asked what they woald do 
under these circumstances, they eli cried out 
that they wished to be sent to Jamaica, and go 
into the British service, where they would be 
paid, The colouel finding that this was their 
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determination, asked them if they would even 
do the duty of the gerrison until he could have 
them conveyed there, which they assente to.

He did not think it necessary to f

me to thank them in his name for their good 
conduct, ef which he hoped before lorg to 
make honvocable mention to the President, 
though sorry am Ito think that this comp!i- 
ment was ia part thrown sway, the most cf the 
men having suffered themselves to be corrupt 
ed by tbe others To be continued.
